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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The structure defined in claim 2 does not have antecedent 
basis in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The specification has not adequately defined how a universal sound emitting device can 
generate a sound corresponding to a particular crayon when the device is not attached 
to the crayon. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be ot)tained though the inventbn is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lee. Lee discloses a set of markers 50 wherein each marker has a marking end, a 
identifying termination 58,68 opposite the marking end and a particular physical 
property (i.e., a color) and a single universal sound emitting devicelOO, 200 which 
cooperates with the identifying termination on each marker to generate an audible 
message corresponding to the physical property. Although the Lee reference does not 
disclose that the markers are crayons, the reference does disclose that any suitable 
writing/marking device can be used (see paragraph 0023). Accordingly, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made that 
any suitable marking device, including crayons, can be used with the Lee device without 
effecting the overall operation of the device. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening clainns.
